E it Enacted by His Highneſs 
the Lozd Pꝛotectoz, and this 

d.> p:eſent Parliament , That it 
hall, and may be lawful foz any 
» BY AY perſon oz perſons whatſoever, to 
WEASSWB Buy,and Tranſpoꝛt out of Eng- 
land, Sc nd Ireland, to any Part oz Place 
bepond the Deas, 9 ſozts of Filh

in Fozreiqn Ships oz Bottoms, 6:2 in the 
Ships oz Bottoms of this Common-wealth , 
manned with any perſon oz perſons wharſoe- 
ver, any Act, Oꝛder, oz D:dinance to the con- 
trary notwithſtanding; And that the Cuſtome 
to be paid foz the ſame by the Natives of this 
Common: wealth, be as followeth. viz. Foz 
every hundꝛed of Newland Fiſh, containing ſix 
ſcoꝛe, thꝛee pence. Foꝛ every Hundzed of Hake, 
containing fix ſcoꝛe, ſix pence. Foz every hun⸗ 
D2ed of Conger Dulce, fix pente. Foz every Tun 
of Pilchards, One pound five ſhillings, Foz every 
Barrel of winter Herrings, white, full, and 
Packed, eight pence. Foz every Laſt of win- 
ter Herrings, White, full, and Packed, contain⸗ 
ing twelve Barrels, eight ſhillings. Foz every 
Laſt of winter Herrings, White, full, and un⸗ 
packed, oz Seaſticks, containing efgyteen Bar⸗ 
rels, eight lhiliings. Fg: every Bartel of win⸗ 
ter Herrings, White, ſhotten, and Packed, kour 
pence. Foz every Laſt of winter Herrings, white, 
Wotten, and Packed, containing twelve Bar- 
rels, four ſhillings. Foz every Laſt of win- 
ter Herrings, White, ſhotten, and unpacked, oz 
Scaſticks, containing eighteen Barrels, four 
ſhillings. Foz every Cade of winter Herrings, 
red, and full, containing five hundꝛed, four 
pence. Foz every Laſt of winter Herrings, red, 
and full, containing twenty Cades, oz ten thou⸗ 
ſand, ſix ſhillings. For every Cade of winter Her- 
rings, xed, and ſhotten, containing five hundꝛed, 
two pence. Foz every Laſt of winter Herrings, 
red, and ſhotten, containing twenty Cades, 02 
ten thouſand, thꝛee ſhillings, Foz every Bar- 
rel of ſummer Herrings, ſhotten, white, and 


Packed, four pence. Foz every Laſt of ſum- 
mer

mer Herrings, containing twelve Barrels, ſhot 
ten, White, and Packed, four ſhillings, Foz 
every Laſt of ſummer Herrings, ſhotten, white, 
and unpacked, oꝛ Seaſticks,containingeighteen 
Barrels, four ſhillings. Foz every Cade of 
ſummer Herrings, red, containing five hundzed, 
two pence. Foz every Laſt of ſummer Herrings, 
red, and ſhetten, containing twenty Cades, 02 
ten thouſand, thꝛee ſhillings, Foz every Bar⸗ 
rel of Salmon, one chilling and ſix pence. And 
all and every Dtranger.o2 Alien, to pay foꝛ eve⸗ 
ry ſoꝛt and kinde of Fifh afoꝛe mentioned, dou⸗ 
= the afozeſaid Rates and Pꝛopoztions reſpe- 
ctivelp. 

Pꝛovbided alwaies, and it is further Enacted, 
That it ſhall, and may be lawfull foꝛ any per⸗ 
ſon oz perſons whatſoever, to Buy and Tranl⸗ 
poʒt out of [Newfound-)]and, O: New- England, 02 
any of the Poꝛts thereof, any ſozts of Fiſh 
what loe ver, without paying any Cuſtom, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther duty foz the ſame. t 

And it is further Oꝛdained by the Authoꝛity 
afozeſatd, That this Act is to continue untill 
the five and twentieth of December, which ſhall 
be in the year of our Loꝛd, One thouſand fir 
hundꝛed fifty nine, and no longer. 
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
